It would givi 
the Allies complete control of commiinlcii 
tlons Inside Germany, and would prohibit 
Germany Irom controlUnB any communica- 
tions outside Its own frontlErs or Interfering 
ffilb ita citizens' ilshla Xq listen to loreign 
broadcasts. 

Similar terms were Included and accepted 
In the Italian surrender. And It la cxpcctod 
that the United Slate.i will later oak all noi 
iixis nations to coopernte after the war In 
voluntary program of free access to news, 
speedy transmla.'ilon at uniform, low ratM, 
nnd unrestricted communication between all 
countries. 

War has Induced excessive government con- 
trol of news, among neutrat.i as well na bellig- 
erents, which makes n future world agree- 
ment on free speech highly desirable. But In 
Ihe case of Germany, the history of the past 
10 years demon-strates that some such dra.stli 
terms as the American propciai outlines will 
be vital to lasting peace. 

The nazl Kovcrnment launched the first at- 
tack of this wnr not against Poland, bii' 
against the freely expressed thoughts of free 
men. The burning of books was really thi 
opening battle, and subsequent suppre.s.ilons 
(it Iree speech and the access to brondcasts ol 
truth from abroad, under penalty of Impris- 
onment or death, were as Important to Hltlci 
as the conriucst of Norway and the blltzkrlep 
BRElnst France. 

The diet of lies which the nazl leader.^ fed 
Germany was carefully planned. Biii all pos- 
sibility of free thought had to bo removed 
before the German people cotild be aroused to 
fanatical enthusiasm for war with talk of en- 
circlement, Jewry, and super-statlsm, before 
the minds of German youth could be warped 
Into the perverted mold of nailsm. 

Bo Germany first had to bo Insulated from 
truth. Then the process had to be repeatetl In 
the occupied countries. For truth was aa dan- 
gerous as guns In the hands of people destined 
for a thousand years oC slavery In the mad. 
grandiose plan of the "new order." 

The Invention of printing was largely re- 
sponsible for bringing mankind out of the Ig- 
norance and superstition of the middle ages 
Into the modem world of free thought and 
IrdlvltSwal liberty. Hitler would have returned 
Europe to the middle ages by denying free ac- 
CCM to truth with control of press and com- 
munications. He almost succeeeded.

NARROW-MINDED DEMOCRACY 

Aren't .some people funny? They like to talk 
about "hands across the border," the "eood 
neighbor" policy, nnd a lot of other things 
that make for conversation. 

They like to think of themslcvcs as belnn 
just brimful of the principles of American 
democracy, such as tolerance of all races, col- 
ors and creeds, and the Utopian peace that 
win follow the war. 

But let some of these same people have the 
opportunity to demonstrate these thtuRs tticy 
prattle about and you'll find them Intolerant, 
selflah, prejudiced and bigoted. And there's 
Just enough of such hypocrisy In this country

That, we submit, is an excellent example of 
the very thing that breeds hatred and eveti- 
tuoUy causes war. It's the lams type of arro- 

. gance that warps the minds of dictators who
